TH ERE’S A NEW rule for those

A Condition That May Warn 
Of An Early Heart Disease 


ty MIRMAN N. IUNDKSIN, M D. 
MANY people approaching ad­ 
v anced age find that they hav e to 
rise during the night to empty 
the bladder. A frequent or urgent 
need to urinate at night is often 
the first symptom that something 
is wrong with an aged person’* 
health. 
In addition, the loss of sleep, 
restlessness, worry and exhaus­ 
tion that result hav e been re­ 
sponsible for irritation In many 
a home. 
In some cases, of course, urin­ 
ating at night Is not a Sign of 
bodily disorder. A person may 
hav e to rise lf he Is in the habit 
of drinking excess liquids Itta in 
the ev ening. 
Psychological Causa 
Another cause is of a psycho­ 
logical nature, since an older per­ 
son Is not as sound a sleeper as a 
younger one. When an older per­ 
son wakens in the middle of the 
night and cannot fall asleep 
right away, he may get up and 
urinate Just through habit. 
The more important causes of 
urinating at night, howev er, in­ 
clude heart disease, a kidney dis­ 
order, or a disorder of the pros­ 
tate 
gland. 
Some 
conditions 
which increase the total amount 
of urine also cause a person 
to urinate more often In the day­ 
time; this, howev er, may not be 


so noticeable or so disturbing as 
urinating frequently at night. 
In a patient with heart disease, 
excess fluid usually accumulates 
in the body tissues during the day. 
At night, this fluid tends to flow 
off through the kidneys In the 
form of excess urine, which 
causes a strong urge to urinate. 
Thus, early heart discase can 
force a person to rise sev eral 
times during the night. 
Early Heart Condition 
Any disturbance of the kidney, 
bladder, prostate gland or other 
urinary organs may cause fre­ 
quent night urination. An early 
heart condition Is the most com­ 
mon cause, howev er, and the most 
important one for most people. 
It Is a good idea for anyone with 
the symptom of night urination 
to consult his physician and hav e 
a thorough physical examination. 
This will rev eal whether or not 
there is any heart or urinary dis­ 
turbance.

Could this be harmful? 
Answer: Testosterone should be 
taken only under the direction of 
a physician.

The office of President has changed so 
radically that a generation has grown up 


which seem s to have lost altogether 
the 
sense of a division of our governm ent into 
three independent branches, 
with 
checks 
and balances, as c a r e f u lly provided in the 
Constitution. 


This is startlingly interesting because it 


show's how swiftly the attitude of a nation 
can change. When Mr. Roosevelt dem an d ­ 


ed “ blank c h e c k ’* 
appropriations 
f r o m 
Congress, and got them, he weakened one 
of the most important Congressional func­ 
tions, nam ely, control of the money of the 


nation. Mr. Roosevelt made 
the budget, 
and Congress blindly approved on the the­ 


ory that there was a m ore or less constant 
em ergen cy. Two w ars and 
a 
depression 
have left their impression upon the upcom ­ 


ing generations who have not been ground­ 
ed in the history, nature and purport of our 
constitutional system. 


The Presidency has come 
to have 
an 


exag gerated significance in the minds of 
many A m erican s combining the functions 


of an elected prime minister and an hered­ 
itary king. The assumption seem s to 
be 
that the President “ leads” Hie nation, al­ 
though the leadership principle was so re­ 
pugnant to the founders of this country that 
the Constitution set up checks upon 
h i s 
authority, m any of w'hich can have no oth­ 


er explanation than an 
unwillingness 
to 
extend to any m an vast and unrestrained 
powers. 


Most Presidents have accepted constitu­ 
tional restraints as the rule of the road; a 


few, like Andrew 
Jackson 
and 
perhaps 


A braham Lincoln, found the restraints dif­ 
ficult in the circu m sta n ce of their times. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt’s te m p e ra m e n t was 
such that he brooked 
little 
interference, 
and his political ingenuity was such that he 


evolved procedures to subordinate 
b o t h 
Congress and the courts to his will. 


How’ever, he never altogether succeeded. 
H arry T ru m an has 
none 
of 
Roosevelt’s 


astuteness nor does he com m an d equal re­ 
spect, with the result that he has been in a 
constant quarrel with Congress, including 
the m e m b e rs of his own party. 


Nevertheless, the power and authority of 
the Presidency have grown. If the respect 
for the incumbent is not exalted, at 
any 
rate, it is assumed that his office gives him 
an authority which often is not his at all, 
but rightly belongs to Congress or the ju­ 
diciary. 


The most glaring e x am p le of Mr. T r li­ 


m a n ’s extra-constitutional activity 
is, 
of 
course, the frightful and costly K o r e a n 


w'ar. A study of the time-table of the first 
48 hours of our participation in that situa­ 
tion will show that the United States ini­ 
tiated the action taken and that therefore 


the United Nations “ police action" was an 
afterthought. 


This is only important because 
accord ­ 
ing to the Constitution. Congress alone 
is 


authorized to decide whether 
fhe 
United 
States goes to war or not. Congress, in the 


T ru m an pattern, gives its approval by vot­ 
ing funds. Nothing in the Constitution au­ 
thorizes this devious procedure. 


We m av becom e involved in w ars in Bur­ 


m a , M alaya. F re n c h Indo-China, Iran and 
Turkey in the near future without an act 
of Congress despite the Constitution. 


Similarly, at T eh eran and Y a lta , 
deci­ 
sions were taken of the broadest historic 


import, altering the m a p of the world, re­ 
arranging the nationalities of millions 
of 


human beings, placing upon the American 


people huge obligations and liabilities; yet 
none of it was done by normal Constitution­ 
al methods. 
No 
treaties were 
prepared 
which were duly ratified by the Senate, as 


is provided for in the Constitution. 
All this was taken in 
the 
Presidential 
stride, with little protest by the people who 
had grown acc u sto m ed to a less restrained

MANY people approaching ad­ 
vanced age find that they have to 
rise during the night to empty 
the bladder. A frequent or urgent 
need to urinate at night is often 
the first symptom that something 
Is wrong with an aged person’* 
health. 
In addition, the loss of sleep, 
restlessness, worry and exhaus­ 
tion th at result have been re­ 
sponsible for Irritation in many 
a home. 
In some cases, of course, urin­ 
ating at night Is not a sign of 
bodily disorder. 
A person may 
have to rise if he lf in the habit 
of drinking excess liquids late in 
the evening. 
Psychological Cause 


Another cause is of a psycho­ 
logical nature, since an older per­ 
son Is not as sound a sleeper as a 
younger one When an older per­ 
son wakers In the middle of the 
night 
and 
cannot 
fail 
asleep 
right away, he may get up and 
urinate Just through habit. 
The more important causes of 
urinating at night, however, in­ 
clude heart disease, a kidney dis­ 
order, or a disorder of the pros­
